Forest Fire 
Damage Lower 


Forest fire damage throughout 
Canada during May was much low¬ 
er than in the same month of 1964, 
Department of Forestry of Canada 
estimates indicate. 

Some 50,000 acres were hit last 
month by 1592 fires, compared to 
119,000 acres damaged by 1892 fires 
in May, 1964. In April this year 267 
fires damaged an estimated 4,000 
acres. , 

The May, 1965, estimates include 
25 fires in the Yukon and North¬ 
west Territories, involving some 
510 acres, compared with 10 fires 
affecting two acres in the territor¬ 
ies in May last year. 

The seasonal total to the end of 
May, 1965, is well below that of 
1964—an estimated 54,000 acres in 
1859 fires, against 139,000 acres in 
2439 fires for the same period last 
year.

Changes In Our 
Traffic Laws 

The RiOMPolice advise that: 

There has been several changes 
to the Vehicles and Highway Traf¬ 
fic Act of Alberta ( which is one 
of Alibertas Traffic Acts) that come 
into effect on July 1st, 1966. The 
following are some of the changes 
that will be of interest to a motor 
vehicle driver or owner: 

An operator's licence will not 
be issued to a person under the 
age of 18 unless the application 
is signed by a parent or guardi¬ 
an, or the person is self-support¬ 
ing, or is married. If it is later 
found that these stipulations are 
false, the Minister will cancel 
any licence that had been issued. 

When a trailer is being towed, 
two rear view mirrors are re¬ 
quired —one to be attached to 
each side of the towing vehicle 
to afford the driver a clear view 
of the roadway to the rear and 
to each side of the trailer. 

When necessary to carry out 
their duties a fireman may drive 
and park a motor vehicle con¬ 
trary to any rule of the road pro¬ 
viding it is safe to do so. 

A new provision has been add¬ 
ed prohibiting the opening of the 
door of a motor vehicle on either 
side where there is traffic pass¬ 
ing, or leave a door open unless 
it is reasonably safe to do so. 

Many municipal by-laws pro¬ 
hibited backing a vehicle into a 
traffic lane unless the movement 
can be done in safety, which usu- 
ally applies to diagonal parking. 
This provision is now included in 
the V.H.T. Act, so it will apply 
to cities, towns and villages, re¬ 
gardless of any by-law. 

The provisions requiring vehi¬ 
cles carrying passengers, sxples- 
ives, or inflammable liquids, to 
stop at a railway crossing new 
applies not only on the highways 


but in towns and villages. 

Anyone under the age of 16 
years shall not ride on or operate 
a scooter or power bicycle Vales? 
they are wearing a safety hel¬ 
met. This is a new provision and 
also good advice for any age.

Keep Your Head 
And Toes (NSL) 

Injuries from power mowers are 
becoming a major problem in Can¬ 
ada, according to Gay McLaren, 
general manager of the National 
Safety League of Canada. 

Because few of them are fatal 
and most go unreporbed, no reli¬ 
able statistics are available, but 
spot surveys have shown that hun¬ 
dreds of severe injuries to bands 
and feet occur every year because 
mower owners ignore simple safety 
rules. 

Mr. McLaren suggested: 

Before mowing, check the grass 
for debris that could becoma 4 
dangerous missile if hurled by 
the blades. Warn bystanders 
away so flying twigs and stones 
will not harm them. Wear heavy 
shoes to protect toes. Keep in 
step with the mower's progress 
so complete control may be 
maintained. Cut hilly areas and 
banks from side to side, not up 
and down. Shut off the motor 
before making any adjustments. 
Never allow children to operate 
a power mower. 

“Keep it helful, not harmful,” 
Mr. McLaren said.

Tree Planting 
Centennial Program 
For 1966 

Alberta school children in grades 
G, 8 and 10 will spearhead a Cen¬ 
tennial tree-planting program in 
1966 and 1967, which will result in 
thousands of trees being planted 
in every area of the province. This 
program will help to beautify Al¬ 
berta, and at the same time estab¬ 
lish live Centennial projects or 
monuments which will extend well 
into the future. 

The trees, which will be provided 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
will include Northwest and other 
poplar species, Manchurian or 
American Elm, Green Ash, Mani¬ 
toba Maple, White or Colorado 
Spruce, Laurel and other Willow, 
Caragana or other species for habi¬ 
tat areas. In addition, one Centen¬ 
nial Rosyibloom Crabapple tree will 
be available for each school, to 
commemorate the occasion in a 
planting ceremony. 

The Departments of Agriculture, 
Education and Lands and Forests 
are jointly promoting and assum¬ 
ing responsibility for this project, 
with District Agriculturists, School 
Superintendents and Forestry per¬ 
sonnel assisting in developing the 
project, providing technical inform¬ 
ation on land preparation, plant¬ 
ing and care of the trees. 


School Boards or School Com¬ 
mittees is both rural and urban 
School Divisions will be respon¬ 
sible for initiating the project. 

However, local organizations in¬ 
terested in planting trees under 
this program may also do so pro¬ 
vided this is acceptable to, and 
sponsored by the School Division. 

Applications must be submitted 
by School Boards or School Com¬ 
mittees to the office of the Dist¬ 
rict Agriculturist, and completed 
forms must be signed by all or¬ 
ganizations participating, and must 
indicate the responsibility of each. 

Trees may be planted on public 
lands including school grounds, 
provincial, city, town or other pub¬ 
lic parks, picnic parks and camp¬ 
sites, bird habitat areas or other 
multiple use areas, for purposes 
of recreation, conservation and 
beautification. 

Since trees will only grow if prop¬ 
erly planted and oared for, ap¬ 
plications will be approved provid¬ 
ed the planting site is well pre¬ 
pared, and if there is assurance 
that the trees will be given the 
necessary care and attention in fu¬ 
ture years. 

Participating organizations will 
be required bo prepare the land 
for planting and provide for con¬ 
tinued cultivation of the planted 
areas until the trees are fully es¬ 
tablished. This means that a tract¬ 
or or other necessary equipment 


must be available for the purpose.
